Miller's Towing Company is hereby notified that the California Regional Water Quality
Control Board, San Diego Region (San Diego Water Board) reserves the right to take
any enforcement action authorized by law for the violations described herein.

Miller's Towing Company is in violation of State Water Resources Control Board (State
Water Board) Water Quality Order No. 97-03-DWQ, National Pollutant Discharge
Elimination System (NPDES) General Permit No. CAS 000001 (General Permit), Waste
Discharge Requirements (WDRs) for Discharges of Storrm Water Associated with
Industrial Activities Excluding Construction Activities.

A. Summary of Violations

1. Failure to Implement Best Management Practices (BMPs)

a. Provision B.3: Facility operators covered by this General Permit must
reduce or prevent pollutants associated with industrial activity in storm
water discharges and authorized non-storm water discharges through
implementation of best available technologies (BAT) for toxic and non-
conventional pellutants and best conventional technologies (BCT) for
conventional pollutants. Development and implementation of a Storm
Water Pollution Prevention Plan (SWPPP) that complies with the
requirements in Section A of the General Permit and that includes best
management practices (BMPs) that achieve BAT/BCT constitutes
compliance with this requirement.

b. Observation: On November 1, 2011, San Diego Water Board inspected
Miller's Towing facility located at 15275 Olde Highway 80, El Cajon, CA
92020. During the inspection, San Diego Water Board observed and
documented lack of adequate BMPs to reduce or prevent pollutants in
storm water to the BAT/BCT standard. :

The facility is storing partially dismantled cars, buses, e-waste, vehicle
batteries, and vehicle parts including an engine and transmission outdoors
in a dirt area (unpaved) without cover. Rusty and greasy equipment,
electronic components, and motor oil that could be sources of pollutants
in storm water were cbserved during the inspection. The vehicles, other

wastes, and oil soaked soil are immediately adjacent to Los Coches
Creek. Findings from the inspection are documented in the attached
Facility Inspection Report dated November 1, 2011.

2. Failure to Develop a Storm Water Pollution Prevention Plan (SWPPP)

a. Provision B.3: Facility operators covered by this General Permit must
develop and implement a Storm Water Pollution Prevention Plan
(SWPPP) that complies with the requirements in Section A of the General -
Permit and that includes best management practices (BMPs) that achieve
BAT/BCT constitutes compliance with this requirement.

B. Summary of Potential Enforcement Options

These violations may subject you to additional enforcement by the San Diego Water
Board or State Water Resources Control Board, including a potential civil liability
assessment of $10,000 per day of violation (Water Code section 13385) and/or any of
the following enfocrcement actions:

Inspection Summary / Comments:

San Diego Water Board conducted a joint inspection with County of SD (Richard Diaz) in follow up
for complaint and possible non filer status for alleged additional industrial activities (besides the 5093
Scrap & Waste Materials SIC assigned to this Site/NOI WDID 9371023124). Possible 5015 (Auto
Dismantling) applies due to the nature of vehicle storage, duration of storage and condition of
vehicles. In addition to the scrap metal activities (photo 4), inspectors observed (on west side of
property) a truck engine on ground next to maintenance shop, junked trucks, buses, cars, (photos 5,
6, 8), and soil soaked with oil- visible and strong odor of motor oil (petroleum) from soil (photo 2).
Also, adjacent to and under red bus at west end a swale drains to the K-Rail at property line which
was undermined so water can flow offsite o Los Coches Creek (photos 7, 8). At east end of site in
asphalt paved impound area, some cars were stacked on top of each other. These are all violations
and it appears that Miller's towing needs to file an NOI for dismantling activities, and grade/pave/key
in the K-Rail in the west area. Inspector's also saw a pile of e-waste (photo 3), and a pallet with
batteries (photo 1), both out in the open in dirt area. (SMARTS Violation # 846073).

Dan Miller, Owner, said that he will correct (eliminate) the west end swale drainage under K-Rail
problem immediately and have a hazardous waste hauler removes the oil soaked soil. He also said
that he plans to pave (pour concrete) in the west end area. He was advised that the K-Rail is not
effective 1o prevent runoff unless it is keyed into the ground.

San Diego County Hazardous Materials Division inspected the site recently and cited Milier's Towing
for the oil soaked soil at the west end and runoff to Los Coches Creek.
